Wayne Gretzky is simply 
the best hockey player 
ever (see box). If “The 
Great One” Is on your 

team, you win. He won 

four Stanley Cup 
championships with the 
Edmonton Oilers, then 
moved to Los Angeles and 
led the L.A. Kings to their 
first Stanley Cup final ever! 
Gretzky, 32, is easy to 
find on the ice—he 
usually has the puck, he 
wears the highest number 
(99), and he always tucks 
his jersey under his right 
hip pad, a lucky charm 
since his school days. Off 
the ice, he likes lots of 
other sports: He owns part 
of a Canadian Football 
League team, race horses, 
and the famous Honus 
Wagner 1910 baseball 
card—the world’s most 
valuable piece of sports 
memorabilia!

Other than Gretzky, no one 
swings a stick like 
SuperMario—Pittsburgh 
Penguins’ center Mario 
Lemieux. “He's the best I’ve 
ever coached,” says former 
Pittsburgh coach Scotty 
Bowman, the winningest 
coach in the NHL. Lemieux, 
28, has won four scoring 
titles, two MVP trophies, 
two Stanley Cup 
championships, and the 
hearts of millions of fans. 

In January 1993, 
Lemieux found out he had 
Hodgkins’ disease, a kind of 
cancer. He went through a 
month of painful treatments 
that made him very weak. 
Some people thought he’d 
never play again. But he et 
missed only 24 games and 
still led the league in 
scoring and his team into 
the playoffs.
